until 2:30 was reached, and letting him step the last quarter of the 
mile at a faster speed.

plan has been followed with him, and I have always depended upon 
his getting into condition after this stage has been reached. 


Cresceus is a very hearty eater. He has about 14 quarts of oats 


Then after his 
work is done arid his toilet made he eats about 12 pounds of Cali- 
fornia wild oat hay cut and cured with the oats in it.

charge, and he seems to require it all.

Strike at Columbus. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 6.—The 
men 


employed at night in the yards of the 
Columbus, "Sandusky and Hocking 
railroad company are on strike. The 
company has tried difigenUy to keep 
the trouble from public knowledge, but 
it became generally finown. The men 
demand an increase 
in wages from 


$2.15 to $2.50 per day. 
There are 


about twenty-five men employed in the 
yards and more than half of them are 
idle. This has more or less seriously 
embarrassed the handling of freight, 
^and the company is anxious for the 
trouble to be terminated. A joint con- 
ference between representatives of the 


strikers and the company was held 
this morning, and it is believed that 
a compromise scale will be agreed up- 
on. The company not long ago raised 
the wages of the men from $2 to 2.15 
a day, and they were satisfied for a 
time. Tuesday a number of them de- 
manded $2.50 a day, and when the 
company refused to pay it they quit 
work. The strike may be extended to 
the yards of the other roads entering 
the city.

living and dead, by the grateful and 
patriotic citizens of Newark and Lick- 
ing-county. 


Col. W. R. Warnock of "Urbana, was 


the next speaker and opened by con 
gratulating the Newark comrades on 
their beautiful hall. - He then spoke of 
the heroism of the American- soldiers, 
both Confederate and Union, during 
the rebellion. He compared the charge 
of several union regiments at Chancel- 
lorsville, Gettysburg, Cold Harbor and 
other places with the famous "Charge 
of the Light Brigade" at the battle of 
Balaklava and gave figures to show 
that the per cent of loss was much 
greater in the civil war than was that 
ia the other, sometimes reaching over 
80 per cent. He also spoke of the fact 
that the 95th had lost in their first bat- 
tle, 119 killed and wounded, and 800 
captured at Richmond, Ky. 
He also 


eulogized the colored soldiers during 
the war, especially at the siege of 
Vicksburg. His speech was heartily 
applauded.
